Los Angeles and independence Survey. 


E d i t o h H e r a l d : [ arrived here last 
nlglit from Desert Springs, having 
been for the past week engaged in re- 
eonnoitering the country duo north 
from Cajon Pass, and although it is 
considered to be tv desert region, com­ 
paratively unexplored and unbroken 
by a wagon road, such was the re­ 
markable smoothness of the general 
surface that I drove a light spring 
wagon, drawn by a pair of horses, 
freely in any direction desired, and 
upon the third day out we were enabled 
to make a drive of

The general formation of this coun­ 
ty is volcanic. 
Upon all sides I no­ 
ticed evidences of intense heat, and 
occasionally struck large deposits of 
black lava. Studded over the plain

isolated craggy 
buttes, 
while 
the hills nestle in groups 
encircling large dry lakes, which 
are 
only 
separated 
by low di­ 
vides, and have apparently been con­ 
nected in ages past and segregated at 
a late date by some tremendous up­ 
heaval of nature. The surface of these 
lakes is as hard and tirm as a pave­ 
ment, so that indriving over them the 
wheels of our wagon failed to make 
even an Impression. Although upon 
every side were to be found indica­

By d’gging a few feet. Through this 
region there are several routes which 
suggest themselves as being both prac­ 
ticable and advantageous ones upon 
which to make the linal location of t he 
line, which before a final decision is 
come to must be examined instrumen­ 
tally, and carefully compared as to 
cost, length and grades, I will here 
give you a few arguments in favor of 
the line via Cajon Pass, but it must be 
borne in mind that I have not yet ex­ 
amined the projected line through 
Soledad Pass.

C lo-e upon the P ethi jgh 
Cajon Pass from Martin’s to Pu.nt if 
Rocks, there is an abundance of pine 
and cedar timber, and tie s and string­ 
ers for the entire road can be furnished 
there at a saving of thirty percent, 
upon first cost, with transportation 
added; while at the bend nt the Mo­ 
jave we tap and open to settlement 
that fertile valley, with its abundance 
of clear mountain water, cottonwood 
timber and rich grazing ranges. 
i^o far the result of my explorations 
has been eminently satisfactory. 
I 
shall push on to Independence, and 
purpose returning over the line direct 
from Desert Springs to Soledad Pass. 
1 expect to shorten this part of the 
line, over the ore road, some thirty 
miles.

Agricultura! Notes. 


Two Oregon farmers will send mo­ 
hair from ninety-eight Angora goats 
to the Philadelphia market this sum­ 
mer. 
Agricultural 
machinery, such as 
reapers, mowers and threshers, con­ 
stitute a fair proportion of steamer 
manifests of late to San Diego. 
It has been estimated that the yield 
of grapes between Bale Slough and 
Calistoga, will he over 3,500 to n s , and 
the wine product over 000,000 gallons. 
The Deseret Horticultural Society 
has been established at Halt Lake 
City, for the purpose of encouraging 
the growth of fruits, vegetables and 
flowers. 
The Napa Register says: “ While 
out riding the other day, ex-Marsha} 
Grigsby came across a large patch of 
delicious staawberries growing wild 
in Brown’s valley.” 
The sale of agricultural implements 
in Petaluma this seasou is unusually 
active. It is estimated that about 
sixty reapers and mowers will have 
been sold before the commencement 
of harvest. 
Several of the ranchers in Amador 
county are experimenting with cotton 
on a small scale this year, in order to 
test the question as to whether it will 
grow and thrive in the foothills. 
In the San Joaquin Valley there is 
field of 10,000 acres that will yield 
from 10 to 75 bushels of wheat per 
acre; while immediately adjoining, 
on the other side of a fence, on equal­ 
ly good soil, the burnt and withered 
grain will hardly pay for harvesting. 
Irrigate. 
The Petaluma Argus says that the 
grape crop in Sonoma county this sea­ 
son will probably exceed that of any 
former year. There lias been no injury 
from frost thus far, and the only tiling 
now to be feared is mildew, which 
may he produced by damp and foggy 
weather.

A Non*Remunerative Labor. 


An investigation of th e affairs of 
the Central Pacific C ontract and F i­ 
nance Com m ittee seems to be deter­ 
m ined upon. The Com m ittee may 
not be appointed at the present ses­ 
sion of Congress; but the next session, 
if composed of the sam e class of men 
as the present, and there is little room 
for change, will no doubt go into the 
business w ith a will and investigate 
to the full satisfaction of the several 
anti-railroad journals. 
The diagno­ 
sis—for we consider it such—will, we 
anticipate, show a mass of facts to 
prove th at the horse died on the m an's 
hands—th at he was a fraud at the out­ 
set and m aintained his character un­ 
to the end. The Credit Mobilier and 
the Contract and Finance Committee 
were a couple of schemes gotten up 
for the attainm ent of the same e n d - 
swindling the stockholders and the 
Government. They were tw in rascal­ 
ities and both succeeded. The first 
has been investigated, and beyond 
proving w hat everybody already knew 
am ounted to nothing. I t was a clear 
case of swindle, but did the swindled 
recover their money or were the swin­ 
dlers punished ? W e never heard of 
it. 
A thousand Federal officers have 
defaulted; the fact has been proven, 
and the am ount they stole figured out 
to a cent, but we all know n o ta dollar 
of the stolen money was recovered, 
and in nine cases out of ten the thief 
was perm itted to escape 
with ids 
booty. W e are a wondeiful people 
for locking the stable door after the 
horse has been stolen. A m an or 
corporation steals 
a 
few 
million 
dollars and we vapor a day or two 
over the loss, but we seldom punish 
the thief and never recover the stolen 
money. How m uch better off is the 
country or people for the Credit Mo­ 
bilier investigation? The money is 
lost. 
We knew th at before. The men 
■who stole it are still our leading men. 
They com m itted the crim e but they 
are not made to suffer for it. 
A like 
result will follow an investigation of 
the Contract and Finance Committee’s 
acts. 
W e all know the principle up­ 
on which the com m ittee worked. W e 
know th at the purpose of the com m it­ 
tee was to m ake it appear th at the 
building of the Central Pacific cost 
about three tim es as m uch as it really 
did. 
W e know that th e Company 
pocketed the difference between what 
the road actually cost and w hat it was 
made to appear to have cost, and the 
m anipulators cleared th e difference, 
w hich was about two hundred per 
cent, loss to the government and the 
outside stockholders. 
But how are 
we to get this money back ? Does any 
one suppose we shall ever recover a 
dollar of it ? Then where is the use of 
spending tim e and m oney in an in­ 
vestigation th at will prove nothing 
m ore than w hat is already known 
W hy should we cry for spilled milk. 
It is gone and though we may swear 
at the stum bling-block over which we 
fell, from now to doomsday, we shall 
not recover a pint of the lost milk. It 
would be better if Congress should ap­ 
ply itself to the enactm ent of laws that 
will prevent tho organization of an ­ 
other Contract and Finance Com m it­ 
tee, than to the digging up of a dead 
stnall-pox patient. Everybody knows’ 
w hat he died of, and no one cares to 
run the risk of catching the disease by 
digging up the putrid body. 


Tobacco Prospects. 


By the end of this week the Los 
Angeles Tobacco Com pany w ill have 
set 
out about 
forty-five 
acres of 
young plants. It is all in a thriving 
condition. 
The earliest plants look 
fine and are growing rapidly. Dr. 
H oward, who is a stockholder in the 
Gilroy Association and is also largely 
interested in the Los Angeles Tobacco 
Company, returned a tew days ago 
from a trip to Gilroy, and he reports 
the tobacco here at least three weeks 
ahead of th at of the Gilroy Company.

fect 011 the first of July next, th e con­ 
tractor is not bound to deliver th e mail 
at the office here before G o’clock in 
the evening—three hours and tw enty- 
live m inutes later than at present. 
W hy the tim e was extended is not 
stated, nor is it apparent. 
It m ay 
have occurred liy m istake, or have 
been a bit of sharp practice. 
It seems 
an unnecessary delay, and will work a 
groat inconvenience not only to our 
people, but to all those to tho south 
and southeast of this city who receive 
their m ail m atter by tilia route. As 
the m ail new arrives, it is forwarded 
soutli on ttie same evening that it 
reaches here; but under the new con­ 
tract it will break the connection and 
detain tho m atter for points below in 
the office here about tw enty hours. 
Postm aster BIkNT is taking steps for 
having the error corrected, if possible. 
He is circulating a petition to the De­ 
partm ent at W ashington to have the 
contract so changed that the mails 
will be delivered as at present. 


A t the last session of Congress, T o m 


F i t c h made strenuous efforts to have 
U tah adm itted as a State, but Con­ 
gress had the good sense to deny the 
application. 
F i t c h knew the Terri­ 
tory did not have a sufficient popula­ 
tion to entitle it to the name of State, 
but he wanted a seat in the United 
States Senate, and m aking Utah a 
State was his only chance for the 
place.

They, like Nevada,would 
become mere burroughs for the sale of 
seats in the Senate. 
Let them w ait 
until they have attained their m ajority 
and given some evidence of having 
reached years of discretion. 


T h e Beet Sugar Company whose 
land is on the Soquel, near Santa 
Cruz, find that they have sowed one- 
third more beets than the soil will 
bear. 
Chinam an have been set at 
work to pull up one-third of the crop. 
This is som ething th a t could not hap­ 
pen in tifis valley. The soil grows to 
m aturity everything th at it sprouts. 
One hundred und tw enty tons of beets 
to the acre is not an unusual yield 
here, and no one finds it necessary to 
pull up a part of th e young plants in 
order to secure the growth of the re­ 
mainder. 
W hen a beet sugar com­ 
pany does commence operations in 
Los Angeles valley, they w ill not be 
long in finding out th at they have 
selected the best place in the State for 
raising an inexhaustible supply of 
beets. 


T h e lady crusaders against whisky 
have adopted as an electioneering ar­ 
gument one of the inducem ents which 
they say entices m en into saloons— 
free lunch. A t the election in Oak­ 
land they distributed free lunch to all 
who would accept, furnished lemon­ 
ade by the bucketful, and stuck bou­ 
quets in the buttonholes of all who 
were fortunate enough to own a but­ 
tonhole.
